At this 
rate Shantong ought to subscribe at least 
Tis. 2,000,000. If the other provinces 
yield a like retura it will hardly be 
necessary for the government to negotiate 
Joasa in Europe. 4 conscription list is 
boing made in thia region o! able-bodied 
mien to recruit the army, A delegation of 
our native converts waited on me to obtain 
en opinion as to whother thay ought to 
submit to this conscription.

A VISIT TO JAPANESE HOSPITALS. 


AMONGST THE OHINESE 
PRISONERS. 

(Prom Our Special War Correspondent. ) 

October 30. 
At Hiroshima, the Japanese headquartora 
for tho time being, T inspected the principal 
military hospital and the Red Oroas Society's 
establishment, which are quite a romark- 
able revelation after all that has becn said 
(evidently without any truth) about Japa- 


nese inhumanity and indifference to suffer 
ing. I questioned the wounded prisonera 
carefully, and their story is, to say the 
least, in violent contrast to their com- 
patriots’ allegations of Japanese — bar- 
barity io tha Kowshing and othor affairs. 
Any outsider, hearing the vorsions that 
emanate from Peking, and having in mind 
tha well-known savage custome of old 
Japan, such as torture, disembowelling, 
etc,, would naturally set the people down 
as cold-blooded aad cruol in the oxtreme. 
This is probably one of the reasons why at 
the outset of the Corean war thoro was in 
Europe » distinct focling against Japan. 
Horo are a few facts from whioh tho publio 
may judge. 

As long ago as 1877, whee the Sateama 
clan under Saigo Takamori’ raised the 
standard of rebellion at Kagoshima, a Bane- 
rolent Society waa founded by Mr Sano 
and Mr Ogiu, with the experienced co-op- 
eration of Baron von Siebold (Secrotary of 
the Japanese Legation in Berlin), te aid 
and care for the sick and wounded, enemies 
as well a8 frionds, on the lines of the Euro- 
pean Red Oross Societies. Subscriptions 
at once began to pour in, the Emperor and 
Empress helping greatly ; and throughout 
the Satsuma which Jasted eight 
months and was only onded after terrible 


war, 


camage, the young organisation distinguish- 
ed itself admirably, From thet 
special efforts were made to bring the 
Society up to the excellent standart of its 


time, 


Boropesn models in every way ; and whon 
the Government of Japan doclarad its 
adhesion to tho Geneva Convention ,~in 
1886, the ‘Hlakusisha’ was reorganised 
and formally enrolled on the interna- 
tional list of Red Cross Socielios. Sinco 
then it has made rapid progress; its 
membership, comprising about 40 at 
the first, 160 in 1880, and 268 
1885, jumped to two thousand in 1887, 
and nearly thizty thousand in 1893. lis 
funda, liberally augmented by the Em- 
peror, now show a capital of 262,000 yen 
and an annual income of 70,000 yen; that 
is, before the war with China. Since 1887 


in 


a largo number of ladies, including mom- 
bors of the Roysl Family and nobility, 
have become qualified nurse of the order, 
and have taken instruction in the making 
ol articles for use in its work. 

The objects of the Snviety, us set forth 
in the rules (which are on the approved 
model of the International Conference), are 
to help the sick and wounded in time of 
war, aud to preparo for the samo by orga- 
niaing « trained staff in time of peace. 
Until now, however, Japaa has had no war 
since 1887; bat tha Society has on three 
occasions rendered active service—in 1888, 
when the great eruption of Bandai-san 
apread death and destruction over many 
villages and towns in Iwashire province; in 
1890, when the Turkish warship £réogrul woo 
wrecked off Oshima with over 600 men on 
board, of whom about 70 manegod to reach 
tho shore, with many serions injaries; and 
in 1891, when the central provinces wore 
devastated by an earthquake which caused 
the loss of over 7,000 lives, besides untold 
soffering. In all-thena cases the Red Orosa 
rendered valuable aid to the officials and 
medical authorities in alleviating the 


miseries of the people. 

With the object of training # staff pro- 
perly, the Society in 1896 ocstablished » 
hospital of ity oa, in Yokio; and three 
years later it was found that the Sopjety 
had grown far too big for: the original 
building, A new one.was completed * in 
1891," on a splendid site provided by tho 
Emperor and Empress, the hospital 
itself covering about two acres and the 
grounds: sbout ten, The main building 
contains’ offices, hine wings are for ordinary 
patients, and.ten other wings for class- 
rooros, acientific purposes, coutagions cases, 
ate.

tora among good friends. A good deal has 
boen said about the Chinese prisoners boing 
a ragged, dixty discreditablo lot of eoolies 5 
these in tho hospital aro certainly uothing 
of the sort. Coclios they may be—the rank 
and file of an army is not often somposed, 
of bloated plutoorata ; bat thess are men 
of fine physique and resolate appearance, 
as aturdy-looking a8 one could wish to have 
im tho field, I had’a talk with one of them, 
who was nearly wall onough to ge out, Be 
wasa native of Moukdon, spooking the 
Pekin tongue; his. namo was Lan Shu 
Shang, and he was 26 years old ; about 
Et, LL in., broad-shouldered and ,well sot. 
Ho was in the battle of Pingyang ; ‘sesing 
that tharo waa no hops, he fled with thorest, 
but a bullet shattered his heel nnd enkle ; 
he was picked up and taken to the Japan- 
ose field hospital, and afterwards shipped 
When ho apoke of tho 


kindness shown him, there wes an uamis- 


to Hiroshima, 
takeable lock of plossure io bin face that 
showed his gratitude was real and well- 
founded. 

This nursing of wounded onemisa sur- 
prised tho Chiness beyond measure; Lan 
S .u, Shang said that thors was no hospital 
nor medical staffin the Chincas army, 50 
far aa he knew. They never thought of 
doing anything more thaa letting thoir 
wounded men look after thomselvos, whilo 
as for the foes whom they might sapture— 
there was a price on their heade. He 
thought the besidea being 
wonderfully good and kind to him and his 
companions, wore very clever at curing 
tham, Ths food given was good and 
plentiful ; the quarters were fine ; the bed 
and the pillows aupporling his wounded

leg, were unprecedented luxuries, He un- 
derstood all about the paper bang ovor 
his head, giving {ln Japancse) hia name 
and particulars of bia caso, with daily 
Hia captivity 
did not acom ir. the lesst distasteful ; on

the contrary, he was quite bright and 


happy. 

Tho building ia which this conversation 
took place isa temporary Red Cross ward 
in the spacious grounds of the permanent 
military hospital at Hiroshima, The wn- 
@losure ia naarly 200 yards square, and 
contuins a central building for offices and 
about twenty other buildings. Of these, 
five ore permanent wards, built 7 years 
ogo, and five tomporary, run up ina fow 


days on account of the war. The rest com- 


prise the uaual appurtenances of a well- 
appointed modern hospital. There ia 
plenty of room for more new wards if requir- 
ad, aud the Japaneseare colebrated for quick 
building. Each ward (as a rule). contains 
four rooms, and pach roum six beds; there 
is a spats room used as store, waiting room, 
etc., toeach ward. For order and clono- 


linens, these places would reflect oredit on 
any cavatry in the world, The operating 
ar disinfecting departments are especially 
admirable. 

Besides this hospital thereare three others 
in Hiroshima, and the accommodation in 
being daily extended as the war progresses, 
the Army Medical Siaff.is sufficiently wall: 
manned to cope with oll possible emergen- 
cies. The total nnmber of casys of all kinds 
at the end of Ostebor was 1637, including 
369 wound cases, which is very amali con 
nidering the dimension of the campaign. 
There is accommedation for 3 CO. 

In the main hospital endlosure ia a large 
worden frame on which hang small tablets 
giving the names of all the leading patrona 
and subscribers of tho Rad Cross Society. 
The principal Red Cross establiehment in 
Hiroshima, however, is at another of tho 
army hospitals, about a mile awsy. This 
consists of 26 neat sheds, with close thatched 
roofs, wooden walls, and raised floora, par- 
titioned into convenient rooms abyndanily 
lighted by glass windows. Hero a8 at tha 
permanent hospital, the arrangements aro 
of the wery best, Nothing is omitted tp 
fulfil the purpose to perfection, Tho 
wards ate «apportioned for external 
and interual ailments, surgical and me- 
dical, Red Cross and ordinary casos. 
Eleven of these wards are assigned to the 
Ted Cross staf Bach ward ia arringed 
for 40 patients, and all are connected by 
covered passages, This hospital is completa 
in itealf, with offices, stores, surgery, etc, 
Uhongh of course if has also ita proper 
place st the central hospital for adminis— 
trative purposes. Tho attendants, have 
qparters outside, at a yery short, digtanne, 

‘Ab peesant the female uarses (all Red 
Oroas) in Hizoshims number 88 ; more are 
coming shostly from Tokio. Lik the mon, 
they bave uniforms, of Huropean pattern, 
and all wear the badge of membership ; 
many have other badges sepresenting 
special qualifications or services. 

In Cores there are two hospitals managed, 
by the Red Cross Society in conjunction 
with the Japanese Army Medics! Staf. 
One isat Yoi-in-cohau, near Ohemulpo, and

At prosont, ne far as can. be ascertained, 
the opposing forces are$ifacing one another 
on the Yaloo near Wi-ju; at any rato the 
Ohineso have undoubtedly ielegraphio 
communication open as far ae that river.

would follow their actions. The Chinese 
are assisied by two or three alphabetical 
gunboats also on tho river, which “must 
bu # great stumbling-block to the Japa, 26 
they ontry very heavy muzzle-loadiag 
gona. a . ' 
Tho Chinese have aleo gathered together 
some 9i,0.00 or 100,000 treops at Shan-hai- 
kwan, but they are antiroly without dis- 
cipline and are only partially armed, 
Tho ‘romnants of their fleet, seven 
voesele, including the two ironolada, have 
ogain taken the ea and are fo romain in 
and about Weilaivei, but are not to engage 
the Japanese fleet ou any account.

Both 
were executed the next moming, {tisnott- 
worthy that many Chinese disapprove of the 
execution of spies, considering that they 
should be imprisoned until¢he war is over. 

CAPTURE OF CHINESE FORTS DENIED. 

The following is. the Chinese official denial 
of what hne appeared in these columns frora 
Reuter’s telegrams with respect to the cap- 
ture of certain forts at Talienbwoo Bay and 
Port Arthur by the Japanese, which we qaote 
in full :— . 

*The local native authorities have received 
telegraphio despatches from the high aatho- 
rities of the Peiyang to the effeot that 1 
Japonese army has landed about one hundred 
and forty lj distant from Talisabwac, at 
place called P'itsewo, where they have ereot- 
ed an entrenched camp, The utmost vigi- 
lance and watchfulnesa are exercised by tha 
Chinese troops at Port Arthur and Talien- 
hwan Bay, so that the enemy have reaped no 
advantage a8 yet eince landing, All the 
forta and entrenchmeats of our troops are 
safe and the men in excellent spirits, As 
for the Heuter’a telegrams recently published 
in the newspapers about the losa of two forts 
at Port Arthur and Talienhwan they are 
utterly without foundation.’ 

CHIO-LIEN;CHENG BETAKEN. 

The following ie a translation of a brief 
telegram from the Peiyang high authorities 
to the local mandarins at this port:— 

‘Chiu lien-cheng, on the Yaloo, hes heen

that might bave attached themsefves to hin,
